MAKE TECHNICAL CHANGES TO OTHER INSURANCE LAWS, AS 6 

RECOMMENDED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF INSURANCE. 7 

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts: 8 

 9 

PART I. AMEND THE NORTH CAROLINA LIFE AND HEALTH INSURANCE 10 

GUARANTY ASSOCIATION ACT WITH NAIC MODEL LANGUAGE 11 
SECTION 1.1.(a)  G.S. 58-62-6 reads as rewritten: 12 

"§ 58-62-6.  Purpose. 13 

(a) The purpose of this Article is to protect, subject to certain limitations, the persons 14 

specified in G.S. 58-62-21(a) against failure in the performance of contractual obligations, under 15 

life and health insurance policies,life, health, and annuity policies, plans, or contracts specified 16 

in G.S. 58-62-21(b), because of the delinquency of the member insurer that issued the 17 

policies.policies, plans, or contracts. 18 

(b) To provide this protection, an association of member insurers is created to pay 19 

benefits and to continue coverages as limited herein, and members of the Association are subject 20 

to assessment to provide funds to carry out the purpose of this Article." 21 

SECTION 1.1.(b)  G.S. 58-62-16 reads as rewritten: 22 

"§ 58-62-16.  Definitions. 23 

As used in this Article: 24 

… 25 

(2a) "Authorized assessment" or the term "authorized" when used in the context of 26 

assessments means a resolution by the Board has been passed whereby an 27 

assessment will be called immediately or in the future from member insurers 28 

for a specified amount. An assessment is authorized when the resolution is 29 

passed. 30 

(2b) "Benefit plan" means a specific employee, union, or association of natural 31 

persons benefit plan. 32 

… 33 
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(3a) "Called assessment" or the term "called" when used in the context of 1 

assessments means that a notice has been issued by the Association to member 2 

insurers requiring that an authorized assessment be paid within the time frame 3 

set forth within the notice. An authorized assessment becomes a called 4 

assessment when notice is mailed by the Association to member insurers. 5 

(4) "Contractual obligation" means any obligation under a policy or 6 

certificatepolicy, contract, or certificate under a group policy,policy, or 7 

contract, or part thereof, for which coverage is provided under G.S. 58-62-21. 8 

(5) "Covered"Covered contract" or "covered policy" means any policy within the 9 

scope of this Articlepolicy, contract, or portion of a policy or contract for 10 

which coverage is provided under G.S. 58-62-21. 11 

(6) "Delinquent insurer" means an impaired insurer or an insolvent insurer; and 12 

"delinquency" means an insurer impairment or insolvency. 13 

(6a) "Extra-contractual claims" shall include claims relating to bad faith in the 14 

payment of claims, punitive or exemplary damages, or attorneys' fees and 15 

costs. 16 

(6b) "Health benefit plan" means any hospital or medical expense policy or 17 

certificate or health maintenance organization subscriber contract or any other 18 

similar health contract. "Health benefit plan" does not include any of the 19 

following: 20 

a. Accident only insurance. 21 

b. Credit insurance. 22 

c. Dental only insurance. 23 

d. Vision only insurance. 24 

e. Medicare Supplement insurance. 25 

f. Benefits for long-term care, home health care, community-based care, 26 

or any combination thereof. 27 

g Disability insurance. 28 

h. Coverage for on-site medical clinics. 29 

i. Specified disease, hospital confinement indemnity, or limited benefit 30 

health insurance if the types of coverage do not provide coordination 31 

of benefits and are provided under separate policies or certificates. 32 

(7) "Health insurance" includes hospital or medical service corporation contracts, 33 

health maintenance organization subscriber contracts and certificates, 34 

accident and health insurance, accident insurance, and disability insurance. 35 

… 36 

(11) "Member insurer" means any insurer insurer, health maintenance organization 37 

that is governed by Article 67 of this Chapter, and any hospital or medical 38 

service corporation that is governed by Article 65 of this Chapter and that is 39 

licensed or that holds a license to transact in this State any kind of insurance 40 

or health maintenance organization business for which coverage is provided 41 

under G.S. 58-62-21; and includes any insurer or health maintenance 42 

organization whose license in this State may have been suspended, revoked, 43 

not renewed or voluntarily withdrawn, but does not include an entity governed 44 

by Article 67 of this Chapter;a fraternal order or fraternal benefit society; 45 

mandatory State pooling plan; mutual assessment company or any entity that 46 

operates on an assessment basis; insurance exchange; or any entity similar to 47 

any of the foregoing. 48 

… 49 

(12a) "Owner" of a policy or contract and "policyholder," "policy owner," and 50 

"contract owner" mean the person who is identified as the legal owner under 51 
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the terms of the policy or contract or who is otherwise vested with legal title 1 

to the policy or contract through a valid assignment completed in accordance 2 

with the terms of the policy or contract and properly recorded as the owner on 3 

the books of the member insurer. The terms owner, contract owner, 4 

policyholder, and policy owner do not include persons with a mere beneficial 5 

interest in a policy or contract. 6 

(13) "Person" includes an individual, corporation, limited liability company, 7 

partnership, association, or aggregation of individuals.governmental body or 8 

entity, or voluntary organization. 9 

… 10 

(14a) "Plan sponsor" means any of the following: 11 

a. The employer in the case of a benefit plan established or maintained 12 

by a single employer. 13 

b. The employee organization in the case of a benefit plan established or 14 

maintained by an employee organization. 15 

c. In a case of a benefit plan established or maintained by two or more 16 

employers or jointly by one or more employers and one or more 17 

employee organizations, the association, committee, joint board of 18 

trustees, or other similar group of representatives of the parties who 19 

establish or maintain the benefit plan. 20 

(15) "Policy" includes a master group contract and subscriber contract under 21 

Article 65 of this Chapter, a contract of insurance and an annuity contract. 22 

(16) "Premiums" means amounts or considerations received in any calendar year 23 

on covered policies or contracts less returned premiums, considerations, and 24 

deposits returned thereon,deposits, and less dividends and experience credits 25 

thereon.credits. "Premiums" does not include any amounts or considerations 26 

received for any policies or for the parts of any policiespolicies, contracts, or 27 

portions of policies or contracts for which coverage is not provided under 28 

G.S. 58-62-21(b); except that assessable premium shall not be reduced on 29 

account of G.S. 58-62-21(c)(3) relating to interest limitations and 30 

G.S. 58-62-21(d)(2) relating to limitations with respect to any one individual, 31 

any one participant, and any one policy or contract holder.owner. Premiums 32 

shall not include premiums in excess of five million dollars ($5,000,000) on 33 

an unallocated annuity contract not issued under a governmental retirement 34 

benefit plan or its trustee established under Section 401, 403(b), or 457 of the 35 

United States Internal Revenue Code of 1954, or with respect to multiple 36 

nongroup policies of life insurance owned by one owner, whether the policy 37 

or contract owner is an individual, firm, corporation, or other person, and 38 

whether the persons insured are officers, managers, employees, or other 39 

persons, premiums in excess of five million dollars ($5,000,000) with respect 40 

to these policies or contracts, regardless of the number of policies or contracts 41 

held by the owner. 42 

(16a) "Principal place of business" of a plan sponsor or a person other than a natural 43 

person means the single state in which the natural persons who establish 44 

policy for the direction, control, and coordination of the operations of the 45 

entity as a whole primarily exercise that function, determined by the 46 

Association in its reasonable judgment by considering the following factors: 47 

a. The state in which the primary executive and administrative 48 

headquarters of the entity is located. 49 

b. The state in which the principal office of the chief executive officer of 50 

the entity is located. 51 
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c. The state in which the board of directors or similar governing person 1 

or persons of the entity conducts the majority of its meetings. 2 

d. The state in which the executive or management committee of the 3 

board of directors or similar governing person or persons of the entity 4 

conducts the majority of its meetings. 5 

e. The state from which the management of the overall operations of the 6 

entity is directed. 7 

f. In the case of a benefit plan sponsored by affiliated companies 8 

comprising a consolidated corporation, the state in which the holding 9 

company or controlling affiliate has its principal place of business as 10 

determined using the above factors. 11 

However, in the case of a plan sponsor, if more than fifty percent (50%) of the 12 

participants in the benefit plan are employed in a single state, that state shall 13 

be deemed to be the principal place of business of the plan sponsor. The 14 

principal place of business of a plan sponsor of a benefit plan described in 15 

G.S. 58-62-16(14a)c. shall be deemed to be the principal place of business of 16 

the association, committee, joint board of trustees, or other similar group of 17 

representatives of the parties who establish or maintain the benefit plan that, 18 

in lieu of a specific or clear designation of a principal place of business, shall 19 

be deemed to be the principal place of business of the employer or employee 20 

organization that has the largest investment in the benefit plan in question. 21 

(16b) "Receivership court" means the court in the delinquent insurer's state having 22 

jurisdiction over the conservation, rehabilitation, or liquidation of the member 23 

insurer. 24 

(17) "Resident" means any person who resides in this State when a member insurer 25 

is determined to be a delinquent insurer and to whom a contractual obligation 26 

is owed. A person may be a resident of only one state, which in the case of a 27 

person other than a natural person shall be its principal place of business. 28 

"Resident" also means a U.S. citizen residing outside of the United States who 29 

owns a covered policy that was purchased from a member insurer while that 30 

person resided in this State. Citizens of the United States that are either (i) 31 

residents of foreign countries or (ii) residents of United States possessions, 32 

territories, or protectorates that do not have an association similar to the 33 

Association created by this Article shall be deemed residents of the state of 34 

domicile of the member insurer that issued the policies or contracts. 35 

… 36 

(17b) "State" means any state, the District of Columbia, Puerto Rico, and a United 37 

States possession, territory, or protectorate. 38 

(17c) "Subaccount" means any of the subaccounts created under G.S. 58-62-26. 39 

(17d) "Supplemental contract" means a written agreement entered into for the 40 

distribution of proceeds under a life, health, or annuity policy or contract. 41 

…." 42 

SECTION 1.1.(c)  G.S. 58-62-21 reads as rewritten: 43 

"§ 58-62-21.  Coverage and limitations. 44 

(a) This Article provides coverage for the policies and contracts specified in subsection 45 

(b) of this section:section to all of the following: 46 

(1) To persons other than persons specified in subdivisions (2a), (3) and (4) of 47 

this subsection who, regardless of where they reside (exceptreside, except for 48 

nonresident certificate holders or enrollees under group policies),policies or 49 

contracts, are the beneficiaries, assignees, or payees payees, including health 50 

care providers rendering services covered under health insurance policies or 51 
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certificates, of the persons covered under subdivision (2) of this 1 

subsection;subsection. 2 

(2) To persons other than persons specified in subdivisions (2a), (3) and (4) of 3 

this subsection who are owners of or certificate holders or enrollees under the 4 

policies, or in the case of unallocated annuity contracts to the persons who are 5 

the contract holders,policies or contracts, and who are residents of this State, 6 

or who are not residents of this State, but only under all of the following 7 

conditions: (i) the insurers member insurer that issued the policies are or 8 

contracts is domiciled in this State; (ii) the insurers never held a license in the 9 

states in which the persons reside; (iii) the states in which the persons reside 10 

have associations similar to the association created by this Article; and (iv)(iii) 11 

the persons are not eligible for coverage by the associations;an association in 12 

any other state due to the fact that the insurer or the health maintenance 13 

organization was not licensed in the state at the time specified in the state's 14 

guaranty association law. 15 

(2a) To persons who are the owners of unallocated annuity contracts, provided that 16 

the contracts are issued to or in connection with a specific benefit plan whose 17 

plan sponsor has its principal place of business in this State, and persons who 18 

are owners of unallocated annuity contracts issued to or in connection with 19 

government lotteries if the owners are residents of this State, unless coverage 20 

is excluded pursuant to subsection (a1) or (a2) of this section. 21 

(3) To persons who are payees (orpayees, or beneficiaries of payees if the payees 22 

are deceased)deceased, under structured settlement annuities annuities, except 23 

as provided in subsections (a1) and (a2) of this section, if the payees are 24 

residents of this State, regardless of where the contract owners of the 25 

structured settlement annuities reside; andreside. 26 

(4) To persons who are payees (orpayees, or beneficiaries of payees if the payees 27 

are deceased)deceased, under structured settlement annuities annuities, except 28 

as provided in subsections (a1) and (a2) of this section, if the payees are not 29 

residents of this State, but only if all of the following conditions are met: 30 

a. The contract owners of the structured settlement annuities are residents 31 

of this State or, if not residents of this State, (i) the insurers that issued 32 

the structured settlement annuities are domiciled in this State and (ii) 33 

the state in which the contract owners reside has an association similar 34 

to the Association created by this Article; andArticle. 35 

b. Neither the payees (orpayees, or beneficiaries of payees if the payees 36 

are deceased)deceased, nor the contract owners of the structured 37 

settlement annuities are eligible for coverage by an association of the 38 

state in which the payees or contract owners reside. 39 

(a1) This Article shall not provide coverage to any of the following: 40 

(1) A person who is a payee or beneficiary of a contract owner resident of this 41 

State, if the payee or beneficiary is afforded any coverage by the association 42 

of another state. 43 

(2) A person covered under subdivision (2a) of subsection (a) of this section, if 44 

any coverage is provided by the association of another state to the person. 45 

(3) A person who acquires rights to receive payments through a structured 46 

settlement factoring transaction as defined in 26 U.S.C. § 5891(c)(3)(A), 47 

regardless of whether the transaction occurred before or after such section 48 

became effective. 49 

(a2) This Article is intended to provide coverage to a person who is a resident of this State 50 

and, in special circumstances, to a nonresident. In order to avoid duplicate coverage, if a person 51 
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who would otherwise receive coverage under this Article is provided coverage under the laws of 1 

any other state, the person shall not be provided coverage under this Article. In determining the 2 

application of the provisions of subsection (a) of this section in situations where a person could 3 

be covered by the association of more than one state, whether as an owner, payee, enrollee, 4 

beneficiary, or assignee, this Article shall be construed in conjunction with other state laws to 5 

result in coverage by only one association. 6 

(b) This Article provides coverage to the persons specified in subsection (a) of this 7 

section for policies or contracts of direct, nongroup life, health, annuity,life insurance, health 8 

insurance, or annuities, and supplemental policies,contracts to any of these, for certificates under 9 

direct group policies and contracts, and for unallocated annuity contracts issued by member 10 

insurers, except as limited by this Article. Annuity contracts and certificates under group annuity 11 

contracts include include, but are not limited to, guaranteed investment contracts, deposit 12 

administration contracts, unallocated funding agreements, allocated funding agreements, 13 

structured settlement agreements, lottery contracts,annuities, annuities issued in connection with 14 

government lotteries, and any immediate or deferred annuity contracts. 15 

(c) This Except as provided for in subsection (c1) of this section, this Article does not 16 

provide coverage for:for any of the following: 17 

(1) Any part of a policy or contract not guaranteed by the member insurer, or 18 

under which the risk is borne by the policyholder;policy or contract owner. 19 

(2) Any policy or contract of reinsurance, unless assumption certificates have 20 

been issued;issued pursuant to the reinsurance policy or contract. 21 

(3) Any part of a policy or contract to the extent that the rate of interest on which 22 

it is based, or the interest rate, crediting rate, or similar factor determined by 23 

the use of an index or other external reference stated in the policy or contract 24 

and employed in calculating returns or changes in value: 25 

a. Averaged over the period of four years before the date on which the 26 

Association becomes obligated with respect to the policy,member 27 

insurer becomes an impaired or insolvent insurer under this Article, 28 

whichever is earlier, exceeds a the rate of interest determined by 29 

subtracting two percentage points from Moody's Corporate Bond 30 

Yield Average averaged for that same four-year period or for a lesser 31 

period if the policy or contract was issued less than four years before 32 

the Association became obligated;member insurer becomes an 33 

impaired or insolvent insurer under this Article, whichever is earlier; 34 

and 35 

b. On and after the date on which the Association becomes obligated with 36 

respect to the policy,member insurer becomes an impaired or insolvent 37 

insurer under this Article, whichever is earlier, exceeds the rate of 38 

interest determined by subtracting three percentage points from 39 

Moody's Corporate Bond Yield Average as most recently 40 

available;available. 41 

(4) Any portion of a policy or contract issued to a plan or program of an employer, 42 

association, or similar entityother person to provide life, health, or annuity 43 

benefits to its employees or membersemployees, members, or others to the 44 

extent that the plan or program is self-funded or uninsured, including 45 

including, but not limited to, benefits payable by an employer, association, or 46 

similar other entity under:under any of the following: 47 

a. A multiple employer welfare arrangement as defined in section 514 of 48 

the Employee Retirement Income Security Act of 1974, as 49 

amended;29 U.S.C. § 1002(40). 50 

b. A minimum premium group insurance plan;plan. 51 
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c. A stop-loss group insurance plan; orplan. 1 

d. An administrative services only contract;contract. 2 

(5) Any part of a policy or contract to the extent that it provides dividends or 3 

experience-rating credits, voting rights, or provides that any fees or 4 

allowances be paid to any person, including the policyholder,policy or 5 

contract owner, in connection with the service to or administration of the 6 

policy;policy or contract. 7 

(6) Any policy or contract issued in this State by a member insurer at a time when 8 

it was not licensed to issue the policy or contract in this State;State. 9 

(7) Any unallocated annuity contract issued to an employeeto, or in connection 10 

with, a benefit plan protected under the federal Pension Benefit Guaranty 11 

Corporation; andCorporation, regardless of whether the federal Pension 12 

Benefit Guaranty Corporation has yet become liable to make any payments 13 

with respect to the benefit plan. 14 

(8) Any part of any unallocated annuity contract that is not issued to or in 15 

connection with a specific employee, union, or association of natural persons 16 

benefit plan or a government lottery. 17 

(8a) Any part of a policy or contract to the extent that the assessments required by 18 

G.S. 58-62-41 with respect to the policy or contract are preempted by federal 19 

or state law. 20 

(8b) An obligation that does not arise under the express written terms of the policy 21 

or contract issued by the member insurer to the enrollee, certificate holder, 22 

contract owner, or policy owner, including, without limitation: 23 

a. Claims based on marketing materials. 24 

b. Claims based on side letters, riders, or other documents that were 25 

issued by the member insurer without meeting applicable policy or 26 

contract form filing or approval requirements. 27 

c. Misrepresentations of or regarding policy or contract benefits.  28 

d. Extra-contractual claims. 29 

e. A claim for penalties or consequential or incidental damages. 30 

(8c) A contractual agreement that establishes the member insurer's obligations to 31 

provide a book value accounting guaranty for defined contribution benefit 32 

plan participants by reference to a portfolio of assets that is owned by the 33 

benefit plan or its trustee, which in each case is not an affiliate of the member 34 

insurer. 35 

(9) A policy or contract providing any hospital, medical, prescription drug, or 36 

other health care benefits pursuant to Part C or Part D of Subchapter XVIII, 37 

Chapter 7 of Title 42 of the United States Code (commonlyCode, commonly 38 

known as Medicare Parts C & D)D, Subchapter XIX, Chapter 7 of Title 42 of 39 

the United States Code, commonly referred to as Medicaid, or any regulations 40 

issued pursuant thereto. 41 

(10) A portion of a policy or contract to the extent it provides for interest or other 42 

changes in value to be determined by the use of an index or other external 43 

reference stated in the policy or contract, but which have not been credited to 44 

the policy or contract or as to which the policy or contract owner's rights are 45 

subject to forfeiture, as of the date the member insurer becomes an impaired 46 

or insolvent insurer under this Act,Article, whichever is earlier. If a policy's 47 

or contract's interest or changes in value are credited less frequently than 48 

annually, then for purposes of determining the values that have been credited 49 

and are not subject to forfeiture under this subdivision, the interest or change 50 

in value determined by using the procedures defined in the policy or contract 51 
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will be credited as if the contractual date of crediting interest or changing 1 

values was the date of impairment or insolvency, whichever is earlier, and will 2 

not be subject to forfeiture. 3 

(11) Structured settlement annuity benefits to which a payee or beneficiary has 4 

transferred his or her rights in a structured settlement factoring transaction as 5 

defined in 26 U.S.C. § 5891(c)(3)(A), regardless of whether the transaction 6 

occurred before or after such section became effective. 7 

(c1) The exclusion for coverage referenced in subdivision (3) of subsection (c) of this 8 

section shall not apply to any portion of a policy or contract, including a rider, that provides 9 

long-term care or any other health insurance benefits. 10 

(d) The benefits for which the Association is liable do not, in any event, exceed the lesser 11 

of: 12 

(1) The contractual obligations for which the member insurer is liable or would 13 

have been liable if it were not a delinquent insurer; orinsurer. 14 

(2) With respect to any one individual,life, regardless of the number of 15 

policies,policies or contracts, three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) for 16 

all benefits, including cash values; orvalues. 17 

(2a) With respect to health insurance benefits for any one individual,life, 18 

regardless of the number of policies: 19 

a. Three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) for coverages not defined 20 

as basic hospital, medical, and surgical insurance or major medical 21 

insurance as defined in this Chapter and regulations adopted pursuant 22 

to this Chapter, including disability insurance and long-term care 23 

insurance; orhealth benefit plans. 24 

b. Five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) for basic hospital, medical, 25 

and surgical insurance or major medical insurance as defined in this 26 

Chapter and regulations adopted pursuant to this Chapter;health 27 

benefit plans. 28 

… 29 

(6) However, in no event shall the Association be obligated to cover more than 30 

(i) an aggregate of three hundred thousand dollars ($300,000) in benefits with 31 

respect to any one individual life under subdivisions (2) and (3) and 32 

sub-subdivision (2a)a. except with respect to benefits for basic hospital, 33 

medical, and surgical and major medical insurancehealth benefit plans under 34 

sub-subdivision (2a)b. of this subsection, in which case the aggregate liability 35 

of the Association shall not exceed five hundred thousand dollars ($500,000) 36 

with respect to any one individual.life. 37 

(7) The limitations set forth in this subsection are limitations on the benefits for 38 

which the Association is obligated before taking into account either its 39 

subrogation and assignment rights or the extent to which those benefits could 40 

be provided out of the assets of the impaired or insolvent insurer attributable 41 

to covered policies. The costs of the Association's obligations under this 42 

Article may be met by the use of assets attributable to covered policies or 43 

reimbursed to the Association pursuant to its subrogation and assignment 44 

rights. 45 

(8) For the purposes of this Article, benefits provided by a long-term care rider to 46 

a life insurance policy or annuity contract shall be considered the same type 47 

of benefits as the base life insurance policy or annuity contract to which it 48 

relates. 49 
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(e) Repealed by Session Laws 2010-11, s. 2, effective June 23, 2010, and applicable to 1 

claims submitted to the North Carolina Life and Health Insurance Guaranty Association on or 2 

after August 7, 2009." 3 

SECTION 1.1.(d)  G.S. 58-62-26 reads as rewritten: 4 

"§ 58-62-26.  Creation of the Association. 5 

(a) There is created a nonprofit legal entity to be known as the North Carolina Life and 6 

Health Insurance Guaranty Association. All member insurers shall be and remain members of 7 

the Association as a condition of their authority to transact insurance or a health maintenance 8 

organization business in this State. The Association shall perform its functions under the Plan 9 

established and approved under G.S. 58-62-46 and shall exercise its powers through the Board 10 

established under G.S. 58-62-31. For purposes of administration and assessment, the Association 11 

shall maintain two accounts: 12 

(1) The life insurance and annuity account, which includes the following 13 

subaccounts: 14 

a. Life insurance account;account. 15 

b. Annuity account.account, which shall include annuity contracts owned 16 

by a governmental retirement plan or its trustee established under 17 

Section 401, 403(b), or 457 of the United States Internal Revenue 18 

Code 1954, but shall otherwise exclude unallocated annuities. 19 

c. Unallocated annuity account, which shall exclude contracts owned by 20 

a governmental retirement benefit plan or its trustee established under 21 

Section 401, 403(b), or 457 of the United States Internal Revenue 22 

Code 1954. 23 

(2) The health insurance account. 24 

(b) The Association is under the immediate supervision of the Commissioner and is 25 

subject to the applicable provisions of this Chapter.Article. Meetings or records of the 26 

Association may be opened to the public upon majority vote of the Board."   27

(d) If a member insurer is an insolvent insurer, the Association shall, in its discretion, 15

(1) Guarantee, assume assume, reissue, or reinsure, or cause to be guaranteed, 17 

assumed, or reinsured, the policies or contracts of the insolvent insurer; 18 

orinsurer, or 19 

(2) Assureassure payment of the contractual obligations of the insolvent insurer; 20 

andinsurer, and 21 

(3) Provideprovide such monies, pledges, loans, notes, guarantees, or other means 22 

as are reasonably necessary to discharge those duties; orthe Association's 23 

duties. 24 

(4) With respect only to life and health insurance policies, provide benefits and 25 

coverages in accordance with subsection (e) of this section. 26 

(5) Provide benefits and coverages in accordance with the following provisions: 27 

a. With respect to policies and contracts, assure payment of benefits that 28 

would have been payable under the policies or contracts of the 29

replacement group coverage, make available substitute coverage on an 50

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d. of this subdivision, if the insureds, enrollees, or annuitants had a 1 

right under law or the terminated policy, contract, or annuity to convert 2 

coverage to individual coverage or to continue an individual policy, 3

(h) If the Association elects to reissue terminated coverage at a premium rate different 4 

from that charged under the terminated life or health insurance policy, the premium shall be set 5 

by the Association in accordance with the amount of insurance provided and the age and class of 6 

risk, subject to the approval of the Commissioner or by a court of competent jurisdiction.

(i) The Association's obligations with respect to coverage under any life or health 8 

insurance policy of the delinquent insurer or under any reissued or alternative policy cease on the 9 

date the coverage or policy is replaced by another similar policy by the policyholder, the insured, 10 

or the Association.

(j) When proceeding under subdivision (b)(2) of this section or under subsection (c) of 12 

this section with respect to any policy carrying guaranteed minimum interest rates, the 13 

Association shall assure the payment or crediting of a rate of interest consistent with G.S. 14

(k) Nonpayment of premiums within 31 days after the date required under the terms of 16 

any guaranteed, assumed, alternative, or reissued policy policy, contract, or substitute coverage 17 

terminates the Association's obligations under the policy policy, contract, or coverage under this 18 

Article with respect to the policy policy, contract, or coverage, except with respect to any claims 19 

incurred or any net cash surrender value that may be due under this Article. 20 

(l) Premiums due for coverage after an entry of an order of liquidation of an insolvent 21 

insurer belong to and are payable at the direction of the Association; and theAssociation. If the 22 

liquidator of an insolvent insurer requests, the Association shall provide a report to the liquidator 23 

regarding such premium collected by the Association. The Association is liable for unearned 24 

premiums owed to policyownersdue to policy or contract owners arising after the entry of the 25 

order.

The Association also has the right to appear or intervene before a court or agency in another state 15 

with jurisdiction over a delinquent insurer for which the Association is or may become obligated 16 

or with jurisdiction over a third partyany person or property against whom the Association may 17 

have rights through subrogation of the insurer's policyholders.or otherwise. 18 

(r) Any person receiving benefits under this Article is considered to have been assigned 19 

the rights under, and any causes of action against any person for losses arising under, resulting, 20 

from or otherwise relating to, the covered policy or contract to the Association to the extent of 21 

the benefits received because of this Article, whether the benefits are payments of or on account 22 

of contractual obligations, continuation of coverage, or provision of substitute or alternative 23 

policies, contracts, or coverages.

obligations under this Article or to exercise its powers under this Article. 28 

(t) The Association may join an organization of one or more other state associations of 29 

similar purposes, in order to further the purposes of this Article and administer the powers and 30 

duties of the Association.

(u) Reinsurance Contracts. – 32 

(1) At any time within 180 days of the date of the order of liquidation, the 33 

Association may elect to succeed to the rights and obligations of the ceding 34 

member insurer that relate to policies, contracts, or annuities covered, in 35 

whole or in part, by the Association in each case under any one or more 36 

reinsurance contracts entered into by the insolvent insurer and its reinsurers 37 

and selected by the Association. Any such assumption shall be effective as of 38 

the date of the order of liquidation. The election shall be effected by the 39 

Association or the National Organization of Life and Health Insurance 40 

Guaranty Associations (NOLHGA) on its behalf sending written notice, return 41 

receipt requested, to the affected reinsurers.

as soon as possible after commencement of formal delinquency proceedings 47 

(i) copies of in-force contracts of reinsurance and all related files and records 48 

relevant to the determination of whether such contracts should be assumed 49 

and (ii) notices of any defaults under the reinsurance contracts or any known 50 
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event or condition which with the passage of time could become a default 1 

under the reinsurance contracts.

(3) The following shall apply to reinsurance contracts so assumed by the 3

a. The Association shall be responsible for all unpaid premiums due 5 

under the reinsurance contracts for periods both before and after the 6 

date of the order of liquidation, and shall be responsible for the 7 

performance of all other obligations to be performed after the date of 8 

the order of liquidation in each case which relate to policies, contracts, 9 

or annuities covered, in whole or in part, by the Association. The 10 

Association may charge policies, contracts, or annuities covered in 11 

part by the Association, through reasonable allocation methods, the 12 

costs for reinsurance in excess of the obligations of the Association 13 

and shall provide notice and an accounting of these charges to the 14 

liquidator.

b. The Association shall be entitled to any amounts payable by the 16 

reinsurer under the reinsurance contracts with respect to losses or 17 

events that occur in periods after the date of the order of liquidation 18 

and that relate to policies, contracts, or annuities covered, in whole or 19 

in part, by the Association, provided that, upon receipt of any such 20 

amounts, the Association shall be obliged to pay to the beneficiary 21 

under the policy, contracts, or annuity on account of which the 22 

amounts were paid a portion of the amount equal to the lesser of: 23 

1. The amount received by the Association. 24 

2. The excess of the amount received by the Association over the 25 

amount equal to the benefits paid by the Association on 26 

account of the policy, contracts, or annuity less the retention of 27 

the insurer applicable to the loss or event. 28 

c. Within 30 days following the Association's election (the "election 29 

date"), the Association and each reinsurer under contracts assumed by 30 

the Association shall calculate the net balance due to or from the 31 

Association under each reinsurance contract as of the election date 32 

with respect to policies, contracts, or annuities covered, in whole or in 33 

part, by the Association, which calculation shall give full credit to all 34 

items paid by either the member insurer or its receiver or the reinsurer 35 

prior to the election date. The reinsurer shall pay the receiver any 36 

amounts due for losses or events prior to the date of the order of 37 

liquidation, subject to any set-off for premiums unpaid for periods 38 

prior to the date, and the Association or reinsurer shall pay any 39 

remaining balance due the other, in each case within five days of the 40 

completion of the aforementioned calculation. Any disputes over the 41 

amounts due to either the Association or the reinsurer shall be resolved 42 

by arbitration pursuant to the terms of the affected reinsurance 43 

contracts or, if the contract contains no arbitration clause, as otherwise 44 

provided by law.

due under other contracts, or unpaid amounts due from parties other 5 

than the Association, against amounts due the Association.

order of liquidation, neither the Association nor the reinsurer shall have any 9 

rights or obligations under reinsurance contracts that the Association has the 10 

right to assume under this subsection, whether for periods prior to or after the 11 

date of the order of liquidation; and the reinsurer, the receiver, and the 12 

Association shall, to the extent practicable, provide each other data and 13 

records reasonably requested; provided that once the Association has elected 14 

to assume a reinsurance contract, the parties' rights and obligations shall be 15 

governed by this subsection.

(5) If the Association does not elect to assume a reinsurance contract by the 17 

election date pursuant to this subsection, the Association shall have no rights 18 

or obligations, in each case for periods both before and after the date of the 19 

order of liquidation, with respect to the reinsurance contract.

(6) When policies, contracts, or annuities, or covered obligations with respect 21 

thereto, are transferred to an assuming insurer, reinsurance on the policies, 22 

contracts, or annuities may also be transferred by the Association, in the case 23

a. Unless the reinsurer and the assuming insurer agree otherwise, the 25 

reinsurance contract transferred shall not cover any new policies of 26 

insurance, contracts, or annuities in addition to those transferred.

payment of reinsurance proceeds, on account of losses or events that occur in 35 

periods after the date of the order of liquidation, to the receiver of the insolvent 36 

insurer or any other person. The receiver shall remain entitled to any amounts 37 

payable by the reinsurer under the reinsurance contracts with respect to losses 38 

or events that occur in periods prior to the date of the order of liquidation, 39 

subject to applicable setoff provisions. 40

shall alter or modify the terms and conditions of any reinsurance contract. 42

subsection shall give a policyholder, contract owner, enrollee, certificate 45 

holder, or beneficiary an independent cause of action against a reinsurer that 46 

is not otherwise set forth in the reinsurance contract. Nothing in this 47 

subsection shall limit or affect the Association's rights as a creditor of the 48 

estate against the assets of the estate. Nothing in this subsection shall apply to 49 

reinsurance agreements covering property or casualty risks. 50 
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(v) The Board shall have discretion and may exercise reasonable business judgment to 1 

determine the means by which the Association is to provide the benefits of this Article in an 2 

economical and efficient manner. 3 

(w) Where the Association has arranged or offered to provide the benefits of this Article 4 

to a covered person under a plan or arrangement that fulfills the Association's obligations under 5 

this Article, the person shall not be entitled to benefits from the Association in addition to or 6 

other than those provided under the plan or arrangement. 7 

(x) Venue in a suit against the Association arising under this Article shall be in the 8 

Superior Court of Wake County. The Association shall not be required to give an appeal bond in 9 

an appeal that relates to a cause of action arising under this Article." 10

Classification of assessments under subsection (b) of this section and 49 

computation of assessments under this subsection shall be made with a reasonable degree of 50 

accuracy, recognizing that exact determinations may not always be possible. The Association 51

Once the conditions that caused a deferral have been 8 

removed or rectified, the member insurer shall pay all assessments that were deferred pursuant 9 

to a repayment plan approved by the Association. 10

year exceed two percent (2%)of the life insurance and annuity account and for the health account 13 

shall not in any one calendar year exceed two percent (2%) of the member insurer's average 14 

annual premiums received in this State on the policies and contracts covered by the subaccount 15 

or account during the three calendar years preceding the year in which anthe member insurer 16 

became a delinquent insurer.

amount, subject to the maximum stated in subsection (g) of this section. 32 

(j) The Board may, by an equitable method as established in the Plan, refund to member 33 

insurers, in proportion to the contribution of each member insurer to that account, the amount by 34 

which the assets of the account exceed the amount the Board finds is necessary to carry out during 35 

the coming year the obligations of the Association with regard to that account, including assets 36 

accruing from assignment, subrogation, net realized gains, and income from investments. A 37 

reasonable amount may be retained in any account to provide funds for the continuing expenses 38 

of the Association and for future losses.losses claims.

(l) The Association shall issue to each member insurer paying an assessment under this 44 

Article, other than a Class A assessment, a certificate of contribution, in a form prescribed by the 45

(c) The Board may, upon majority vote, make reports and recommendations to the 5 

Commissioner upon any matter germane to the solvency, liquidation, rehabilitation, or 6 

conservation of any member insurer or germane to the solvency of any companyinsurer or health 7 

maintenance organization seeking to do an insurance business in this State. The reports and 8 

recommendations are not public records. 9

(e) The Board may, upon majority vote, request that the Commissioner order an 11 

examination of any member insurer that the Board in good faith believes may be delinquent. 12

clear and conspicuous disclaimer on its face. The Commissioner shall prescribe the form and 20 

content of the disclaimer.

(4) Emphasize that the applicant or policyholder applicant, policy owner, contract 33 

owner, certificate holder, or enrollee should not rely on coverage under the 34 

Association when selecting an insurer; andinsurer or health maintenance 35 

organization.

(4a) Explain rights available and procedures for filing a complaint to allege a 37 

violation of any provisions of this Article.

not conform to the rates, rating plans, classifications, schedules, rules and standards made and 16 

filed by the Bureau. An insurer may deviate from the rates promulgated by the Bureau if the 17 

insurer has filed the proposed deviation with the Bureau and the Commissioner, if the proposed 18 

deviation is based on sound actuarial principles, and if the proposed deviation is approved by the 19 

Commissioner. Amendments to deviations are subject to the same requirements as initial filings. 20 

An insurer may terminate a deviation only if the deviation has been in effect for a period of six 21 

months before the effective date of the termination and the insurer notifies the Commissioner of 22 

the termination no later than 15 days before the effective date of the termination. 23 

(b) This subsection applies only to insurance against loss to automobile physical damage 24 

and related expenses. A rate in excess of that promulgated by the Bureau may be charged by an 25 

insurer on any specific risk if the higher rate is charged in accordance with rules adopted by the 26 

Commissioner and with the knowledge and written consent of the insured. The insurer is not 27 

required to obtain the written consent of the insured on any renewal of or endorsement to the 28 

policy if the policy renewal or endorsement states that the rates are greater than those rates that 29 

are applicable in the State of North Carolina. The insurer shall retain the signed consent form and 30 

other policy information for each insured and make this information available to the 31 

Commissioner, upon request of the Commissioner. This subsection may be used to provide motor 32 

vehicle liability coverage limits above those required under Article 9A of Chapter 20 of the 33 

General Statutes and above those cedable to the Facility under Article 37 of this Chapter to 34 

persons whose personal excess liability insurance policies require that they maintain specific 35 

higher liability coverage limits. Any data obtained by the Commissioner under this subsection is 36 

proprietary and confidential and is not a public record under G.S. 132-1 or 37 

G.S. 58-2-100.Commissioner. An insurer shall give notice to the insured that the rates used to 38 

calculate the premium for the policy are greater than those rates that are applicable in the State 39 

of North Carolina by including the following language in the policy on page one of the 40 

declarations page or on a separate page before the declarations page, in at least 14 point type or 41 

in a font size larger than the remainder of the document whichever is larger, bolded, and all 42 

capitalized: 43 

NOTICE: THE PREMIUM THAT WE ARE CHARGING FOR AUTOMOBILE 44 

PHYSICAL DAMAGE AND RELATED EXPENSES THAT COVERS THE 45 

DAMAGE TO YOUR COVERED VEHICLE(S) EXCEEDS THE PREMIUM 46

The disclosure statement noted above in this subsection shall be included on any renewal of or 49 

endorsement to the policy when the rates charged exceed the approved manual rate.

A rate in excess of that promulgated by the Bureau may 9 

be charged by an insurer on any specific risk if the higher rate is charged in accordance with rules 10 

adopted by the Commissioner and is charged with the knowledge and written consent of the 11 

insured. Commissioner. An insurer shall give reasonable notice to the insured that the rates used 12

The term "medical services plan" also includes the contracting for the 35 

payment of fees toward, or furnishing of, professional medical services authorized or permitted 36 

to be furnished by a duly licensed provider of health services licensed under Chapter 90 of the 37

The term "dental service plan" as used in this Article includes contracting for the payment of 39 

fees toward, or furnishing of dental or any other professional services authorized or permitted to 40 

be furnished by a duly licensed dentist. 41 

The term "hospital service corporation" as used in this Article is intended to mean any 42 

nonprofit corporation operating a hospital or medical or dental service plan, as defined in this 43 

section. Any corporation organized and subject to the provisions of this Article, the certificate of 44 

incorporation of which authorizes the operation of either a hospital or medical or dental service 45 

plan, or any or all of them, may, with the approval of the Commissioner, issue subscribers' 46 

contracts or certificates approved by the Commissioner of Insurance, for the payment of either 47 

hospital or medical or dental fees, or the furnishing of such services, or any or all of them, and 48 

may enter into contracts with hospitals for physicians or dentists, or any or all of them, for the 49 

furnishing of fees or services respectively under a hospital or medical or dental service plan, or 50 

any or all of them.

41 

The General Assembly upon the recommendation of the Speaker of the House of Representatives 42 

in accordance with G.S. 120-121 shall appoint to the Board the representative of the banking and 43 

finance industry, the employee of a HUD-approved housing counseling agency, and the 44 

representative of the insurance industry. The General Assembly upon the recommendation of the 45 

President Pro Tempore of the Senate in accordance with G.S. 120-121 shall appoint to the Board 46 

the manufactured home supplier, the accountant, and the set-up contractor. The Commissioner 47 

shall appoint two representatives of the general public. Except for the representatives from the 48 

general public and the persons appointed by the General Assembly, each member of the Board 49 

shall be appointed by the appropriate appointing authority from a list of nominees submitted to 50 

the appropriate appointing authority by the Board of Directors of the North Carolina 51 
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Manufactured Housing Institute. Manufactured and Modular Homebuilders Association. At least 1 

three nominations shall be submitted for each position on the Board. The members of the Board 2 

shall be residents of the State. 3 

The members of the Board shall serve for terms of three years. In the event of any vacancy 4 

of a position appointed by the Governor or Commissioner, the appropriate appointing authority 5 

shall appoint a replacement in the same manner as provided for the original appointment to serve 6 

the remainder of the unexpired term. Vacancies in appointments made by the General Assembly 7 

shall be filled in accordance with G.S. 120-122. In the event of any vacancy, the appropriate 8 

appointing authority shall appoint a replacement to serve the remainder of the unexpired term. 9 

Such appointment shall be made in the same manner as provided for the original appointment. 10 

No member of the Board shall serve more than two consecutive, three-year terms. 11 

The members of the Board designated in subdivisions (8), (9), and (10) of this subsection 12 

shall have no current or previous financial interest connected with the manufactured housing 13 

industry. No member of the Board shall participate in any proceeding before the Board involving 14 

that member's own business. 15 

Each member of the Board, except the Commissioner and any other State employee, shall 16 

receive per diem and allowances as provided with respect to occupational licensing boards by 17 

G.S. 93B-5. Fees collected by the Board under this Article shall be credited to the Insurance 18 

Regulatory Fund created under G.S. 58-6-25." 19

AMEND AUTOMOBILE INSURANCE UNDERWRITING PROCEDURE 21 
SECTION 4.9.(a)  G.S. 58-36-65(e) reads as rewritten: 22 

"(e) Records of convictions for moving traffic violations to be considered under this 23 

section shall be obtained at least annually from the Division of Motor Vehicles and applied by 24 

the Bureau's member companies in accordance with rules to be established by the Bureau. Prior 25 

to the sale of a new policy of motor vehicle insurance, records of convictions for moving traffic 26 

violations shall be obtained in accordance with rules established by the Bureau. Such rules shall 27 

permit a reasonable period for underwriting review following the binding of coverage in the event 28 

access to such records of convictions are unavailable at the time of sale or the applicant has 29 

provided incorrect or incomplete data necessary to access such records of convictions."

PART V. AMEND CAPTIVE INSURANCE LAWS AND MAKE CLARIFYING 36 

CHANGES 37 
SECTION 5.1.(a)  G.S. 58-10-345(g) reads as rewritten: 38 

"(g) The Commissioner is authorized to retain legal, financial, and audit services from 39 

outside the Department, the costs of which shall be reimbursed by the business entity. 40 

G.S. 58-2-160 shall apply to audits, investigations, audits and processing conducted under the 41 

authority of this section." 42 

SECTION 5.1.(b)  G.S. 58-10-355 reads as rewritten: 43 

"§ 58-10-355.  Organizational audit. 44 

In addition to the processing of the application, an organizational investigation or audit may 45 

be performed before an applicant business entity is licensed. Such investigation or audit shall 46 

consist of a general survey review of the applicant business entity's corporate records, including 47 

charters, bylaws, and minute books; verification of capital and surplus; verification of principal 48 

place of business; determination of assets and liabilities; and a review of such other factors as the 49 

Commissioner deems necessary." 50 

SECTION 5.1.(c)  G.S. 58-10-385(a) reads as rewritten: 51 
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"(a) Every captive insurance company shall report to the Commissioner within 30 days 1 

after any change in its executive officers or directors, including in its report a biographical 2 

affidavit for each new officer or director. The change shall be deemed approved unless it is 3 

disapproved within 30 days from the completion of the Commissioner's review of the 4 

biographical affidavit." 5

PART VI. AMEND BAIL BOND FORFEITURE LAW 7 
SECTION 6.1.(a)  G.S. 15A-544.5(b)(7) reads as rewritten: 8 

"(7) The defendant was incarcerated in a local, state, or federal detention center, 9 

jail, or prison located anywhere within the borders of the United States at the 10 

time of the failure to appear, or any time between the failure to appear and the 11 

final judgment date, and the district attorney for the county in which the 12 

charges are pending was notified of the defendant's incarceration while the 13 

defendant was still incarcerated and the defendant remains incarcerated for a 14 

period of 10 days following the district attorney's receipt of notice, as 15 

evidenced by a copy of the written notice served on the district attorney via 16 

hand delivery or certified mail and written documentation of date upon which 17 

the defendant was released from incarceration, if the defendant was released 18 

prior to the time the motion to set aside was filed." 19 

SECTION 6.1.(b)  This section becomes effective October 1, 2018, and applies to 20 

hearings held on or after that date. 21 

SECTION 7.  Except as otherwise provided, this act is effective when it becomes 22 

law. 23
